THREE WARS STEMMED 


UN Is Underrated, — 
Advisor Says Here 


Francis Patrick Corrigan, noted American diplomat who is politi-| 


cal adviser on Latin American affairs for the United States Mission 
to the United Nations, yesterday struck an optimistic note about the 


United Nations. 

“The success of the United Na- 
tions is far more pronounced than 
most people think,” he asserted. 

Corrigan was in Atlanta to visit 
at the home of his son-in-law and 
daughter, Mr. and Mrs. Archer B. 
Hannah, at 3616 Habersham Rd. 
N. W. Hannah is Public Relations 
Manager for the Plantation Pipe 
Lines. 


“T'm in Atlanta on a very im- 
portant mission,” Corrigan ex- 
plained, with a smile. “In fact, I 
came here to attend the seventh 
birthday party of my granddaugh- 
ter, Sheila Hannah. She was born 
im the American Embassy at 
Caracas, Venezuela, and she’s 
proud of the fact her birthday 
falls on the same day as that of 
the late Franklin D. Roosevelt.” 


In discussing the work of the 
United Nations, Corrigan said: 

“I feel that the press reports 
have not given UN due credit for 
all it has accomplished. For one 
thing. it has succedded in holding 
in suspension three big wars—the 
Indonesian War, the Arab-Jewish 
War in Palestine and the India- 
Pakistan War. This achievement, 
it seems to me, more than justifies 
the United Nations. Of course, 
there are oft achievements, but 
it is the big one which affects the 
greatest mumber of people.” 

Corrigan went on the United 
States Mission to the United Na- 
tions in September, 1947. Prior to 
that time, he had spent most of his 
diplomatic career in Latin Ameri- 
ea, first in Panama, then in Sal- 
vador and later as American Min- 
ister to Venezuela. Asked about 
the political conditions in Latin 
America, he said: 

“The overthrow of governments 
by force is deplorable. But the 
fact remains that revolutions in 


Latin America usually are the re- 


guilt of internal conditions in the 
countries affected by such out- 
breaks.” 

Corrigan is a native of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, but now makes his 
home in New York.

NEWARK, N. J.—(#)— John 
Gates, one of 12 Communist lead- 
ers on trial in New York, said yes- 
terday the group opposes trial un- 
til “the Communist hysteria dies 
down.” 

He denied at a press conference 
that defense attorneys were ma- 
neuvering to prolong the trial, but 
said they had planned to call 200 
jurors to testify about the Ameri- 
can jury system. The trial re 
sumes at 10:30 a. m. (EST) today. 

Gates, editor of the Daily Work- 
e™ Communist Party newspaper, 
said such testimony might take as 
long as 20 days. He predicted that 
if defense motions to have indict- 
ments against the Communists 
quashed are unsuccessful, the trial 
will last three months. 

He agreed that it may be some 
time before there is no public 
opinion against Communism, but 
said “that’s all right with us.” 

He said the defense was willing 
to save time by having testimony 
of jurors, whom the defense con- 
tends are hand picked, taken by 
a court delegate and the findings 
reported in open court. 

He said the system is used in 
New Jersey. In New Jersey com- 
plicated testimony sometimes is 
heard in civil ‘cases by court ap- 


pointees. 


Gates said the defense also was 
willing to have had the jurors 
polled in questionnaires. He said 
the court ruled out either method. 

Gates and the 11 others are 
charged with organizing a party 
which conspires against the United 
States Government. Indictments 
against the 12 individually, not 
yet up for trial, also charge them 
with being members of a _ sub- 
versive party.

would be tantamount: to outlawing 
the Communist Party.

aid. It is, too, why we are on the verge 
of joining in the Atlantic Pact. 

Aside from that, however, the peoples 
of Western Europe stand to benefit im- 
measurably from unification. Europe to- 
day is in about the same state as this 
country would be if instead of being 
united we were divided into say 20 dif- 
ferent countries with mostly divergent 
languages, customs, ideals and with trade 
barriers and suspicion at every border. 

The Council of Europe will not, and 
cannot, eliminate those conditions which 
are responsible for much of Europe’s mis- 
ery. It will take time and patience for this 
organization to become anything more 
than a sounding board for different view- 
points and selfish aims. 

But it is a start. And it represents the 
increasing recognition that unity is Eu- 
rope’s chief hope of salvation. 


Economic and political union of Eu- 
rope, long a dream of farsighted states- 
men, inches a bit nearer with the estab- 
lishment of the Council of Europe by the 
Governments of England, France, Bel- 
gium, The Netherlands and Luxembourg. 
They soon will be joined by Italy. 

Why is that so important to us here 
in America and Georgia? 

It simply means that if and when ac- 
tual unification eventually is achieved by 
those countries they will become able to 
support themselves, and on a higher stand- 
ard of living than has been possible in 
the past. 

And, to be utterly practical about it, 
they thus would become a stronger bul- 
wark than ever against Communist 
expansion.

A fellow was telling me about a lecture he | 
heard: The lecture was about energy. The man % 


said it was the energy in a grain of wheat which 
sent the Roman soldier to battle and to victory. It was the energy 
in corn which built the pioneer America. 
“They ate the white corn-kernels, parched in the sun, 
And they knew it not, but they’d not be English again.” 
It was the energy in corn that swung the ax and raised the 
cabin walls. They reminded me of something else. 


I saw some pictures the other day of miserable North African 
Once that was the land that 


I liked what Harry Truman said about sending means 


| Truman to build up the underprivileged regions of the world— 


for the selfish reason their peoples would not be so discontended 
and could buy from us. (It applies, to a degree, to our own South.) 


He said not to send dollars, but to send technology and its 
know-how, and to send investments. 


I know that our oil companies—excluding for the moment their 
international political implications—have built up standards of liv- 
ing and a demand for American goods in the lands of Saudi Arabia, 
Iraq, Iran and in South America where they have gone. 


In Palestine I saw what “know-how” from the Zionist farmers 
and industrialists had done for the standard of living of the Arab, 
and I know that the feudal chains are going to break in the Middle 
East and that out of the resulting chaos kings will fall and peoples 
will turn, politically, one way or another. , 


Hunger I know that the reason the Chinese Communists have 

an appeal is that they hang the moneylenders, destroy 
the records and give land to the landless—and most of the Chinese 
peasants are landless. There is hunger for land as for food, and 
in a sense it is the more powerful. 


I know, too, having seen some of it in China and in Middle 
Europe, that the Communist satellite groups got their foothold 
by telling the peasants of Romania, Poland, Hungary and other 
land-hungry regions they would be given land from the vast land- 
lord estates. 

Every observer reports the chief trouble in Italy now is failure 
of land reform. 


One of these days we will see the FSA purchase plan of the 
Roosevelt Administration, now too badly supported by private 
lenders in this country, as a conservative measure which was an 
escape valve for much of the steam of discontent. 


So the Truman proposal made sense to me as a basic sort of 
plan to match the Russian slogans and promise of land. It sounds 
like a dream, but it has a hard base of practicality. 


Philadelphia and a conservative family of Epis- 
copalian faith produced Henry George, reform- 
er and economist, who died in 1897. He was considered a danger- 
ous radical and anarchist when he wrote, 75 years ago: 


“The squalid poverty that festers in the heart of our civili- 
zation, the vice and crime and degradation and ravening 
greed that flow from it, are the results of a treatment of the 
land that ignores a simple law of justice, a law so clear and 
plain that it is recognized by the veriest savages. What is 
by nature the common birthright of all has been made the 
exclusive property of individuals; what is by natural law the 
common fund, from which common wants should be met, 
is given to a few that they may lord it over their fellows. 
And so some are gorged while some go hungry, and more 
is wasted than would suffice to keep all in luxury.” 


I believe that very true today. It is behind our housing 
troubles and the grief of rental landlords. It is the energy in 
every Communist slogan and we will fail, in Europe, unless we 
insist on land reforms wherever we go with our technology and 
our investments. It is a hard thing, and it is not all a foreign 
problem, as we see. But the land-hungry peasant and the hungry 
are now, as in the time of Henry George and before, the basic 


problem to be faced and solved.

Sen. O’Mahoney, who was largely instru- 
mental in preventing complete permanent ex- 
emption from antitrust laws, expresses the 


opinion now that State laws still are inadequate 


despite the congressional injunction to make 
them more effective. 

One object of the proposed inquiry is to find 
out just how effective State regulation is in pro- 
tecting the public and policyholders in an in- 
dustry that operates across State lines, and to 
discover whether monopolistic practices exist. 

There are numerous other avenues of in- 


'.quiry too numerous to list here, some relating 


to operations of their business, others going into 
broader matters of their influence in business, 
industry and finance generally, what sort of 
influence this is, and whether it is contrary to 
the public interest in any particular. 

Sen. McCarran, who was sponsor of the bill 
temporarily exempting insurance companies 
from the antitrust laws and who says frankly 
that he is for State regulation only, explained 
the proposed investigation is not “condemna- 
tory,” but a “friendly” inquiry to get the facts.

Is China the Spark for World War III? 


NEW YORK—“The United States is losing the Pacific War,” begins the startling foreword of Gen. 
Clare Lee Chennault’s explosive memoirs, “Way of a Fighter,” published tomorrow by Putnam. The 
boss of the Flying Tigers, long-time warrior and civilian in China, friend of Chiang Kai-shek and 
now operator of China’s leading airline, has written the most arresting book composed by any 


general officer of World War II. 

It was held up for months by the Department 
of Defense and the State Department. But what 
seemed like a disastrously bad break for the 
author has become his biggest asset. The delay 
enabled Chennault to seize the current.terror in 
China and jam it into a last-minute foreword 
which is nage la blow the ceiling off many 
a Washington office. 

Victory for the Chinese Reds, who have been 
equipped so well by the Russians with seized Jap- 
anese Army supplies that a million of them can 
fight another 10 years, will set the stage for 
World War III, Chennault baldly writes from 
embattled Shanghai. 

U. S. policy toward China “is plunging us 
into a disastrous repetition of the errors that 
dragged us into World War II,” he states. 


“J can hear the time fuse of a third world 
war sputtering in China as it burns toward 
the final powder keg, and I cannot stand 
idly by without making every effort in my 
power to snuff it out. 

“We face essentially the same choice the 
British faced in 1938 in Munich.

He acknowl- 
edges his respect for Gen. Georgia C. Mar- 
shall, but blames him for imposing measures 
on (Chiang which have brought the General- 
issimo’s armies to the brink of destruction. 


He names Henry Wallace as one of the chief 
architects of the stoppage and slowdown of 
various postwar U. S. aid plans for China—“a 
man whose position on Russia has since be- 
come quite clear.” 


Chennault is bitter about the Marshall truce, 
which was imposed at a time when Chiang’s 
armies were, he states, on the verge of decisive 
victories. 

He cites this as the “worst fiasco.” Chiang’s 
armies trapped a million Chinese Communists 
in that northern region, which had been stripped 
of its Japanese industry by Russia. But Mar- 
shall insisted that Chiang open the pass. The 
million Reds streamed into Manchuria, then for- 
tified the pass, and the Chinese Government 
armies had to fight d bloody campaign to re- 
capture it. 


Later the Government forces were driven 
back by a huge Chinese Red Army, well- 
equipped by the huge store the Russians had 
seized from the Japanese Kwantung Army. 
U. §8.-trained Chinese forces, crippled by a 
10-month embargo, had to fight the Reds 
with junk. 


Chennault concludes his thumping foreword 
by stating that experience has taught him the 
futility of war. He pleads for immediate mili- 
tary aid to China, however, and a world gov- 
ernment of mutual federations of free peoples, 
“rather than through the ruthless domination of 
a master state enslaving all the others.” He-says: 

“In this struggle there are still many battles 
that cannot be avoided. The most critical of 
these now is to prevent the Communists from

measuring how young jaws and 
teeth are responding to corrective 
treatments. 

The lead plugs, encased in plas- 
tic, act like sights on a rifle barrel. 
They tell the dentist whether an 
X-ray picture is lined up properly 
so that it can be compared ex- 
actly with past or future X-rays. 


This simple method was de- 
scribed by Dr. Ernest L. Johnson, 
San Francisco orthodontist, at an 
alumni meeting of the University 
of California Dental College. 


When a dentist starts correcting 
a child’s mouth he takes X-ray 
pictures periodically to determine 
the results. The pictures always 
must be taken from exactly the 
same angle. Ordinarily this is
